In a@ paper prepared for the an- 
nual meeting of the American 
Academy of Ophthalmology and 
Otolaryngology, he said: 

More than 30,000 submarine men 
were trained at the base. Part of 
the course involved use of the 
Mommsen “lung”—a device for es- 
caping from sunken submarines— 
while submerged in a 100-foot 
water tank. This pressure change 
required frequent inflation of the 
tubes between ear and throat. 

He said that “for some time I 
was horrified” to see men with 
acute infections going through the 
test repeatedly. However, only 
one man out of more than 30,000 
trained developed an ear infec- 
tion.”

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Nolte Raises Question of 
What to Do to Collect 
at Meeting of Board of 
Estimate. : : 


The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment today referred to City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler the 
question of what should be done 
to insure payment to the city of 
a $167,000 balance due the city of 
$2,000,000 that was on deposit with 
the old Lafayette-Southside Bank 
& Trust Co., which closed ifs doors 


March 3, 1933. 

The question was raised at the 
board meeting today by Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte, who pointed 
out that prior to the bank’s clos- 
ing, the members of the board of 
directors, individually and jointly, 
executed a bond insuring the de- 
posit of municipal funds, and 
binding themselves, their execu- 
tors and heirs to repay it. 

Nolte said that inquiries he has 
made recently indicated that the 
city might expect payment of an 
additional $17,000 from liquidation 
of the bank, leaving a total un- 
paid balance of $150,000. 

Following closing of the bank, 
its directors signed a waiver of 
defenses on the bond, Nolte re- 
lated, and in the re-organization 
proceedings, which resulted in es- 
tablishment of the Manufacturers’ 
Bank & Trust Co., the city placed 
$1,000,000 of the funds it had on 
deposit with the Lafayette bank 
on deposit with the new bank 
taking $1,000,000 in participation 
certificates of the new organiga- 
tion, 

Nolte said that recently he has 
“been disturbed” because some of 
the signers of the bond insuring 
the city’s funds in the defunct 
bank have died. He expressed the 
opinion that claims possibly should 
be filed against their estates to 
protect the city’s interest.

Martin J. Monti Accused 
‘of Deserting to Ger- 
mans, Making Nazi 
Propaganda Talks. 


By a Spécial Correspondént of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sct. 14—Martin J. 
Monti of Fiorissant, Mo., St. Louis 
suburb, was “Indicted today on a 
cha of treason by a federal 
grand jury in Brooklyn. The for- 
mer Air. Forée lieutenant is ac- 
cused of having deserted to the 
Germans and making Nazi propa- 
ganda radio broadcasts during the 
war 


If convicted, Monti faces a 
minimum sentence of five years 
in prison and $10,000 fine, and a 
maximum sentence of death. 

Monti, known also as Martin 
Wiethaupt, was arraigned and 
pleaded not guilty to the 21 overt 
acts alleged in the indictment. No 
trial date has been set. Monti was 
arrested by agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation on his 
discharge from the United States 
Army Air Force at Mitchel Field, 
Long Island, last Jan. 26. 

The indictment charges that on 
Oct. 13, 1944, Monti voluntarily 
surrendered himself and a United 
States Army airplane to German 
forces in Italy, and thereafter vol- 
untarily offered his services to as- 
sist in the German war effort. He 
was released from internment as 
a prisoner of war, went to Berlin 
and worked, it is charged, as a 
commentator for the German radio, 
making shortwave broadcasts to 
listeners in the United States and 
to units of the American armed 
forces fighting in Europe. 

Charged With Being in SS. 

The indictment charges that 
while he was still working for the 
German radio, Monti began work- 
ing for a propaganda unit of the 
Schutz Staffel of the Nazi party, 
commonly referred to asthe “SS.” 
The ‘SS’ was composed of the 
elite troops of the German armed 
forces. ; 


Monti, it is charged, filed an 
application for membership in an 
SS unit known as the Standarte 
Kurt Eggers and finally became 
an officer of this unit, having the 
rank of lieutena. °. 

Monti is charged in the indict- 
ment with having committed 21 
specific overt acts of a treason- 
able nature. These alleged acts 
include voluntary surrender by 
Monti of himself and a United 
States military plane to the Ger- 
man Luftwaffe; the offer of his 
services to members of the Ger- 
man Luftwaffe and to a represen- 
tative. of the German radio; the 
making of a number of recordings 
of programs to be broadcast to 
the United States by the German 
radio; the preparation of a leaf- 
let to be circulated by the SS 
among American and Allied pris- 
oners of war, and obtaining a uni- 
form of an officer of the SS. 


Monti’s activities are declared 
by the indictment to have been 
“intended to assist the German 
Government in its war effort, to 
persuade and induce military per- 
sonnel of the United’ States and 
Allied nations then being held as 
prisoners of war by the military 
forces of the German Government 
to assist the German Goyernment 
in its war effort, to persuade citi- 
zens and residents of the United 
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residents of the United States in 
the administration of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and 
to impair the morale of the mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces of the 
United States ongaged in the 
prosecution of the war.” 

The indictment further charge 
that Monti acted in each instance 
“with treasonable intent and for 
the purpose of and with intent to 
adhere to and give aid and com- 
fort to the government of the 
German Reich, to the eGerman 
Luftwaffe and officers and per- 
sonnel thereof, to the German 
Radio Broadcasting Co. and of- 
ficials and employes thereof, and 
to the Schutz Staffel of the Na- 
tional Socialist German Workers’ 
party and officers and personnel 
thereof, enemies of the United 
States.” 

Before his alleged desertion, 
Monti was piloting a P-38 air- 
plane. He was stationed at Kar- 
achi, India, Early in October 
1944, he went A.W.O.L. and hitch- 
hiked by planes of the Air Trans- 
port Command to Italy by way of 
Africa. Near Naples he took a 
P-38, which was being prepared 
for a test flight at an airport, and 
flew it to northern Italy, where 
he landed it on a ,German air- 
field. After V-E day, Monti was 
found in northern Italy by Ameri- 
can combat troops. 

Monti was brought to the 
United States and sentenced to 15 
years in prison for desertion. The 
sentence was set aside on condi- 
tion that he enlist as a private. 
Last January, he obtained an 
honorable discharge at Mitchel 
Field, under the name of Wiet- 
haupt. He was arrested Jan. 26 
On the treason charge. 


Monti is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin A. Monti, living on 
Howdershell road near Florissant. 
He is a grandson of the late John 
Wiethaupt, who was -a member of 
the St. Louis County Court. 

Monti, while at his parents’ 
home late in 1947, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
had made 15 to 20 radio transcrip- 
tions for the Nazis. About one 
half of them, he said, were pre- 
pared by Pierre de la Ney, for- 
mer St. Lowis Catholic Bet os 
known also as DuVair:

| The official Army review board 
found that Ilse Koch was guilty 
|of reporting prisoners for viola- 
tion'of camp regulations, that she 
knew they were given severe pun- 
ishments in such cases, and that 
at least on one occasion she per- 
sonally heat an inmate. 

“The court was warranted from 
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the evidence in concluding that 
|the accused encouraged, aided 
and participated in the execution 
of the common design,” it said. 
“However, the extent and nature 
of her participation did not war- 
rant imprisonment for life. The 
sentence is excessive.” 

This reporter has attempted to 
wade through a welter of contro- 
versial material to find the real 
explanation for a decision which 
has aroused widespread criticism 
both in the United States and in 
Europe.

funds. There were 17 indictments | 
against him. 

The indictments charged that | 
Harry D. Anderson, 52 years old, 
Springficld, former vice president, 
forged checks totaling $2955 and 
then embezzled $27,000. 

The brewery filed a civil suit 


against Anderson in circuit court | 
tocay in which it asked for $150,- | 
000 from the First National Bank | 
on charges that it was negligent | 
in handling the company account. | 

The brewery alleged that Ander- | 
son took a total of $300,000, but 
the grand jury indicted him only 
‘on counts totaling $29,955. The’ 
forgeries and embezzlements were 
alleged to have occurred between 
1945 and 1947. 

The bank was charged with 
cashing forged checks, failing to 
account properly for all items deb- 
ited to the company accounts, and 
failing to handle properly and ac- 
cept checks, notes, drafts and bills 
of exchange. The company charged 
that Anderson made false entries | 
in the books, made false invoices. 
fictitious checks and forged in- 
dorsements on checks. 

The suit alleged Anderson pur- 
chased real estate with some of | 
ithe “unlawfully abstracted” funds | 
and that he has company funds 
in a safety deposit box. 

Anderson, employed by the brew- 
ing company from 1941 to 1947. 
now works for a Springfield truck- 
ing company.

U.S. TELLS PROSPECTORS 
IT 1S NOT STOCKING THORIUM | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (UP)— 
The government told prospectors 
today that it is not stocking up 
on thorium—although the element 
is expected some day to multiply | 
the country’s atomic resources. 

The Atomic Energy Commission 
sought to slow down a thorium 
hunt that started last April when | 
the commission publicly classified | 
uranium 233, made from thorium, 
as a nuclear fuel. 

In announcing that it is not buy- 
ing thorium ore (monazite) the 
commission said the element “may 
become of great significance in 
the atomic energy program.” 
But, it added, solution of techni- 
cal problems standing in the way 
of transmuting thorium into | 
atomic fuel and explosives “may 
take a decade or two.” Until these 
problems are solved thorium “will | 
not be in large demand for use | 


in nuclear reactors.”

A Matter of Justice 


A most important hearing by a committee of 
the Missouri Legislature will be held in St. 
Louis Civil Courts building beginning at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning. This hearing will 
be the first meeting of the Equal Rights Com- 
mittee which was authorized hy resolution of 
tite State House of Representatives. 

The purpose of this committee, under the 
chairmanship of Representative Howard Elliott 
of Ladue, is to assemble recommendations for 
the Legislature to carry out Article I, Section 2, 
of the new Missouri Constitution. This section 
declares in part, 

that all persons are created equal and are 


entitled to equal rights and opportunity 
under the law. 


The list of citizens and group leaders who 
have been invited to appear before the commit- 
tee shows that Chairman Elliott and his associ- 
ates—Representatives Thomas and Sendlein of 
St. Louis, Pearson of Kirksville and Snyder of 
Independence—are fully aware of their mission. 

Among those they asked to appear are such 
people as Mrs. Stella B. Price, executive secre- 
tary of the St. Louis branch, National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of @olored People; 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter of the Roman 
Catholic Diocese, Chester Stovall, industrial 
relations director for the Urban League, Myron 
Schwartz, secretary of the Jewish Community 
Relations Council, and Mrs. Carl V. Moore, civil 
rights chairman, League of Women Voters. 

The No. 1 issue in this field is equal oppor- 
tunity for all citizens of Missouri in professional 
and university training, as provided by the state. 
Here there is a clear mandate from the State 
Constitution, and it is not being fulfilled. While 
such Southern states as Arkansas and Oklahoma 
move ahead of us, Missouri still clings to the 
notion that its Negro university students should 
not be admitted to the State University at 
Columbia. 

Segregation continues at the University of 
Missouri because the Board of Curators and 
President Middlebush have not had the courage 
to call for the admission of Negroes. They are 
less forthright than .the regents and President 
Cross of the University of Oklahoma. Dr. Cross 
savs that the admission of a Negro at Norman 
“would create no social problem.” Cutting to 
the heart of the issue, he says that when the 
United States Circuit Court acts on the applica- 
tion of a Negro school teacher, G. W. McLaurin, 
he will cal] for his “immediate enrollment.” 

This is a matter of simple justice. It is a 
matter of equal educational opportunity. It is a 
matter of economical use of the state's funds, 
for it costs four times as much to give a Negro 
law student a year of training in St. Louis as it 
does to carry a white student through a year at 
Columbia. In short, en both principle and prac- 
tice Missouri should bestir itself to shake off 
its old prejudice. 

There are other issues which doubtless will 
come up in the hearings. We do not bemean 
other worthwhile considerations when we say 


‘that this one stands at the top. Washington and 
St. Louis universities have admitted Negroes. It 


is high time the University of Missouri accom- 
modated itself to the growing belief that the Bill 
of Rights has meaning only as it is applied. 

Since the Missouri curators have withheld 
their views on this subject, it would be alto- 
gether in order for the Equal Rights Committee 
to ask Messrs. Allen McReynolds, Roscoe Ander- 
son, Guy A. Thompson and the others to come 
in and say what they believe is right. 
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Whose Ether Is It, Anyway? 

A New York lawyer, fumbling in a new field, 
says that telecasters can make a legal case for 
preventing their programs from being received 
in taverns and restaurants except on payment 
of a fee. 

Maybe so, but who owns the ether, anyway”? 

It is in the public domain, and it would seem 
to follow that when radio or television impulses 
go out, they are fair game for whoever can pick 
them up. 

We don’t want to see anything interfere with 
television reception in saloons and restaurants. 
It has a fine social mission to perform—to wit, 
the elimination of the jukebox. 


Veterans and Slums 

World War II veterans and persons of mod- 
erate and low income, two classes that overlap 
deeply, are the worst sufferers from the housing 
shortage. Naturally, therefore, the St. Louis 
Council of the Veterans of Foreign Wars has 
unanimously approved the slum clearance bond 
issue and called on its 55 member posts in the 
city to provide volunteer workers to promote a 
favorable verdict on Nov. 2. 

Many veterans need better housing, but all 
veterans, and all others, have a financial stake 
in slum clearance. The VFW indorsement reso- 
lution recognizes this stake by pointing out that 
St. Louis slums contribute $4,000,000 a year less 
taxes than they consume. 

The bond issue involves a public outlay of 
$16,000,000 over a period of years, but that 
amount will bring several times $16,000,000 
worth of new housing to the community. This 
new building will cut into the housing shortage. 
It will increase the tax yield of the areas where 
it is located and, at the same time, it will elimi- 
nate miserable living conditions. 

Hence the bond issue has won the approval! of 
the VFW and a long list of other organizations, 
a list that is still rapidly growing. Nearly every- 
one who studies the proposal favors it. But with 
a two-thirds majority required at the polis, the

European trade for Germany to get its tobacco 
from Greece and Turkey. 

Still, the organized American tobacco growers 
wanted that market, even if it made the Ameri- 
can taxpayer pay twice.

“No” so clear and firm that it ought to stick 
even in an election year. It will pay the public 
to watch, though, because Kentucky and North 
Carolina hang in the balance politically.

New Hope for the West Indies 

Conferences this week throughout the Brit- 
ish West Indies, to plan their federation into 
a new dominion, are not only a forward-looking 
step for the peoples of these islands. They 
are also in the decided self-interest of the 
Caribbean powers, particularly the United 
States. Our national defenses are being 
strengthened by the efforts which Britain and 
this country, and France and the Netherlands as 
well, are making to raise the economic level! of 
the Caribbean region. 

Possessions which are economically weak are 
also militarily weak, and the United States has 
air. naval and military bases on many of these 
islands. One of the military wea*nesses is dis- 
content among the people, such as erupted in 
the labor riots in the West Indies in 1935-38. 
Another weakness was exemplified in the last 
war by Antigua, which would have starved if 
help had not been forthcoming from Puerto 
Rico. To correct such weaknesses plans are be- 
ing made for a customs union and for the de- 
velopment of agriculture and industry. 

What the British are trying to do in their 
discussions this week is part of a larger plan 
that was initiated in 1942 by President Roose- 
velt, with the co-operation of England, with the 
two other countries joining in three years ago. 
It springs from a recognition that what cannot 
be accomplished by divided efforts among the 
four powers, and even by divided efforts among 
the possessions of a single power, can be ac- 
complished by a single united effort.

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A Special Prosecutor Is Needed 

Judge Dewitt S. Crow has done his duty in 
Calling for a full-scale investigation, by the new 
grand jury, of syndicated gambling and wide- 
spread reports of bribery In Sangamon county. 
It is now up to the grand jury, under the fore- 
manship of Robert Cain, a high schoo] teacher, 
to take up the trail of official corruption and 
follow its sordid marks just as high as they lead. 

The first thing to decide is whether State's 
Attorney John W. Curren is disinterested 
enough to handle the investigation. A tabula- 
tion by the Post-Dispatch showed that $10,000 a 
week was being paid to city, county and state 
officials by various financial beneficiaries of 
protected lawlessness. This was at the rate of 
$500,000 a year. 

Since Mr. Curren was State's Attorney while 
all this was going on, it should be clear that he 
is not the man to do the investigating. The 
grand jury may and doubtless will want to in- 
quire into the way in which Mr. Curren has 
run his office and fulfilled his duties. It would 
be unfair to both Mr. Curren and to the citi- 
zens who want a thorough investigation for the 
State’s Attorney to be put in the position of in- 
vestigating himself. 

Thanks to Judge Crow's order, the grand jury 
has only to ask for a special prosecutor. The 
court wisely told the jurors that if they “feel 
the need of a special prosecutor, they may apply 
to the court for a special prosecutor to produce 
evidence and to advise them,” 

Sangamon county needs a Verle W. Safford. 
If it gets a special prosecutor who will do a job 
like the one Mr. Safford did in Peoria county, 
the Springfield investigation will really get 
somewhere. But any time spent with Assistant 
Attorney General Bovick, whose political assign- 
ment in effect is to stall until after the election, 
will be just so much time wasted.

Spain has suddenly become a center of 
interest in the plans of the Western de- 
mocracies for checking Russia in Europe. 
Gen. Franco seems to be selling a very at- 
tractive mousetrap. American politicians, 
business men, and military leaders have 
been beating a path to the Prado Palace, 
and emerging to urge that Spain be re- 
admitted to polite society — and given 
money and munitions. 


This is the Franco Spain which Hitler 
and Mussolini used as a training ground 
for the legions they later threw at the 
Western democracies. This is the dictator- 
ship whose record in persecuting political 
prisoners and denying genuine freedom of 
speech and worship parallels Russia's. This 
is the Fascist regime which the United Na- 
tions voted unworthy of diplomatic recog- 
nition by member nations. 


Why this strange reversal? The most 
obvious answer is Russia. As tension tight- 
ens in Europe, the diplomatic struggle 
with Moscow takes on more and more of 
a military tone. And many military men 
look upon Spain as a good base for Amer- 
ican power in Europe. Taking the same 
line are some business men looking for 
new markets, and strong clerical forces 
which have from the first favored Franco. 


A Sell-Out of France? 


These influences seem to be making much 
more headway in the United States than 
in the Western democracies. In Britain, 
Foreign Minister Bevin has been a most 
ardent advocate of ostracizing Franco. In 
France, such proposals are doubly distaste- 
ful. France more than any nation gave 
practical sympathy to the Spanish Republi- 
cans. And France sees in the plan for 
American bases in Spain a sure sign that 
the United States would not help to de- 
fend France against invasion.

The Path of the Damned 


WALK IN DARKNESS, by Hans Habe. (G6. P. Putnam's 

Sons, New York. 314 pgs., $3.00.) 

Washington Roach’s walk in darkness 
takes only a year in this pungent novel, 
but it epitomizes the painful pilgrimage of 
a whole race—a race whose fate so far 
has been to toil, suffer and die among an 
advanced majority who have orally de 
fended democracy and its freedoms while 
actually denying more than token educa- 
tion, representation and participation to 
their outnumbered brethren. 

Washington's “home” has been a crowd- 
ed room (shared with two brothers and a 
98-year-old grandfather) behind the Har- 
lem “funeral parlor” of his father. Some- 
one has always taken from him anything 
he wanted. His education has largely been 
that of learning obsequiousness, “keeping 
his place,” avoiding the “incidents” so 
quick to erupt when manhood overleaps 
tradition. 

Al] but one incident, that is. After three 
war years in the Army, and only four 
months’ demobilization, he resists a pub- 
crawling bully and gets 30 days for forget- 
ting he’s a “nigger.” Released, he finds 
things pretty grim. He joins up again and 
is sent, among replacement troops, to oc- 
cupied Germany. 

Here, his life moves through a brief and 
tragic crescendo, its first note his new- 
found freedom and self-respect (his color 
apparently means nothing to the Ger- 
mans); its last, his death-sentence. Between 
these extremes, Washington has a love af- 
fair, marries illicitly, deserts (in despera- 
tion; the Army will not recognize his mar- 
riage, and is certain to send him home), 
becomes a father, joins and soon commands 
a band of underground racketeers (he had 
earlier nibbled at easy money via petty food 
thefts), and, in one of the, book’s vivid 
climaxes, kills an M.P. Flight, brief asylum 
in France, capture and court-martial fol- 
low; then, shipment home, unavailing ap- 
peals, and the firing squad. 

“Walk in Darkness” is a novel, not a 
tract; its characterization is taut, unsenti- 
mentalized, searingly revelatory. Its hero 
is a real person, 
damned by heredity, 
tradition, environ- 
ment and firmly en- 
gaging one’s sympa- 
thies. But there is 
no overlooking the 
author’s intention to 
show, as Lombroso 
pointed out long ago, 
that “society makes 
the crime, the indi- 
vidual commits it.”

Fields long ago 
drained of their fertility and with the bare ribs 
of old dead furrows running up and down their 
slopes were being cleared of sassafras and per- 
simmon—and once again plowed up and down 
the hills. Thin cows grazed pastures as bare as 
the palm of your hand—and that bareness was 
due as much to poor management as to our long- 
protracted drouth, Broad stretches of forest-cov- 
ered hills told the same sad story. for the useful 
trees here are practically non-existent and the 
forest consists of postoak and black-jack.

MAMA AND I thought of a number of articles 
we've read lately which would have us Delieve 
that with modern knowledge of soil conservation, 
insecticides and weed killers; with probing into 
the secrets of photosynthesis which promises 
limitless food supplies from sea algag and with 
new seeds and new laboratory techniques, the 
food problems of the world are as good as solved. 
We cannot but be amazed at the naivete of the 
editors of many of our multi-million-circulation 
magazines. Or if they are not naive, then they 
are practicing a duplicity which bodes ill for the 
millions whose opinions these editors help to 
mold. For you see, if we can just quiet the con- 
cern which has been aroused by such books as 
Paul Sears’s “Deserts on the March,” Vogt’s 
“Road to Survival,” and Osborn’s “Our Plundered 
Planet,” then certain things become easy. Per- 
haps wé, the people, will then quietly turn over 
our remaining -resources—our forests, grazing 
lands and rivers—for final exploitation and de- 
struction by the favored few whose concern is 
not for tomorrow’s good but for today’s dollar. 
Perhaps we will abandon the modest help now 
being given farmers to carry out the costly me- 
chanics of conservation on their land. “You lull 
them to sleep—and we'll knock ’em over the 
head.” It’s an old technique, requiring constant 
watchfulness.on the part of the citizen to keep 
it from happening. 


= * 


WE MAY BE, as one great weekly puts it, 
“already busy taking measures to stop the plun- 
der of the earth.” But the Eightieth Congress 
saw a bitter fight by big cattlemen and big 
timber operators trying to destroy the Grazing 
Service and Forest Service. It saw financial help 
for farmers in carrying out soil conservation 
mechanics cut in half. In the field of actual 
accomplishment I'd say that perhaps & per cent 
of the farms in my own county are practicing 
some conservation measures—with complete pro- 
grams for building land productivity being ap- 
plied on no more than 1 per cent of the acres in 
cultivation. . Perhaps this is a bit below the na- 
tional average—but does this indicate that we've 
solved the soil conservation problem? How long 
do you suppose it will take to carry the “food 
from sea-water” technique from laboratory to 
pilot plant to factory to world-wide industry in- 
volving manufacture and distribution, plus 
changing thé eating habits of two billion people?

IN THE FIELD of plant pathology and devel- 
opment, the picture is much the same. Few 
farmers I've talked to, for example, have any 
realization of such a simple fact as this: when 
you plant hybrid corn and increase your yield 
from perhaps 30 to 60 bushels per acre, you are 
draining the fertility of that corn field almost 
twice as fast as before. And unless you farm 
accordingly, the field will soon once more be 
vielding 30 bushels even with the hybrid seed. 
Too often in these circumstances, instead of 
keeping up that soil fertility we look again to 
the plant breeder for a new seed which will once 
again boost the yield from the dying land. And 
then we come to the chemists who produce our 
weed and insect killers, yet have no time to study 
the ecological consequences of their use. It was 
the biologist, not the chemist, who finally discov- 
ered that poisonous orchard sprays eventually 
rendered the ground sterile—and even deposited 
poison in the fruit itself. So the problems of 
conservation and the production of food, textiles 
and industrial raw materials from the land are 
not all solved. We'll just keep plugging away at 
our terraces to keep our land from washing, at 

putting more plant food back into our soil in 
the form of humus, lime and fertilizer, of build- 
ing our topsoil for greater and more permanent 
productivity.

THE PROBLEM, as I see it at 
present, is that the Soviet Union 
will try to make the rest of the 
world believe that the Russians 
are not the ones who are to blame 
for any of the trouble in Berlin. 
It is the wicked United States, 
they claim, in cahoots with the 


United Kingdom and France, that 


tried to wreck the Soviet economy 
in their zone in Germany, and 
that, of course, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment could not allow. 

The Russians are the ones who 
are asking for the destruction of 
the atom bomb. On this problem 
we are unreasonable, they say; 
not the Soviets. However, the fact 
that after all the months of work 
by the U.N. Atomic En Com- 
mission, Foreign r 
Vishinsky can forget that 
no plan can be worked out before 
some settlement has been reached 


on a plan for the control of atom- 
je energy at the source is proof 
that the Russians think the rest 
of us are so gullible that they can 
make us believe anything, if they 
reveat it often. enough. 

Naturally, there would be no 
security for anyone unless there 
was inspection during all opera- 
tions where atomic energy is con- 
cerned. Once this plan is agreed 
upon and we are all in the same 
boat so far as supervision is con- 
cerned, then it would be easy to 
agree on the amount of disarma- 
ment and to know that, everybody 
was complying. It is out of the 
question for one part of the world 
to be open for inspection while 
another would not be. 
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THE RUSSIANS have claimed 
that such an inspection group 
would be dominated by the United 
States. But there is no reason 
for that to happen. Everyone on 
the group would want to be very 
sure that everyone else was acting 
in good faith; no one would look 
with favor upon the nation that 
might be caught breaking its 
agreement. 

Sometimes I think that if the 
Russians, who call themselves 
realists, would just face the fact 
that the next war—if there is one 
—will be just as harmful to them 
as it would be to the rest of the 
world they might learn to accept 
the democratic principle of ma- 
jority rule. They go right on 
voting a certain way no matter 
how often the majority vote indi- 
cates to them that their point of 
view is considered wrong. 

O. domestic questions, every- 
one would concede that they 
would have every right to stick to 
their point of view in spite of the 
opposition of the whole world. In 
situations where they come into 
contact with the rest of the world, 
however, they must learn, as all 
of us have, to bow to the will of 
the majority. If we are going to 
live in a peaceful world ruled by 
the law, this will of the majority 
must be accepted without recourse 
to force. 

The Russians probably think 

we have stood firm on 
having the inspection plan ac- 
cepted before we could go on to 
discuss any of their other ideas 


that/we are as obstinate as they 
are. But they foregt that the ma- 
jority has been with us. And 
are. But*they f@rget that the ma- 
jority would not be with us if it 
were not convinced that this is 
the right procedure.

IF WE COULD have a truce on 
the hard words that have. been 
exchanged and an acceptance of 
the majority rule, I believe that 
once the inspection plan was ac- 
cepted, the details of control of 
atomic energy and then disarma- 
ment could be worked out. Busi- 
ness then could flow easily in Eu- 
rope from east to west, and this 
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o'clock, as it sometimes does, we 
adjourned at 10 minutes past 
seven and I didn't reach the hotel 
until nearly 7:30.

Figures Food Menus for 3400 Families 


But Community Chest Home Economist Has Problem Similar to Those of Average Housewife 


By Clarissa Start 


VERY week Mrs. Betty Korff 
Fi esos for groceries in six 

stores without buying a single 
item on her list. Mrs. Korff’s 
“shopping” is done entirely. on 
paper and it is part wf her job as 
home economist for the Greater 
St. Louis Community Chest. As 
diet, clothing, and budget super- 
visor to six family agencies, part 
of the 100 Chest services for which 
a $4,785,000 campaign will begin 
next month, Mrs. Korff juggles 
figures and plans menus for 3400 
families. Her problems with infla- 
tion are the same as those of the 
average housewife, multiplied by 
$400, and, like the average house- 
wife, she sometimes finds herself 
wistfully comparing notes with pre- 
war marketing lists. 

“We have complete records of 
the rise in prices in our service.” 
Mrs. Korff, a slight, dark-haired 
young woman, said. “When this 
service was started back in 1940, 
Thelma Harris, who was then in 
charge, made out a budget for a 
family of four, including a girl, 
eight, and a boy, 13. The food 
costs amounted to $7.25 a week, or 
$31.40 a month. Now. using the 
identical standards. we have to 
allow $18.70 a week, or $81.05 a 
month. For a moderately active 
man, $1.92 used to be the amount 
allowed weekly; now it’s $4.95.” 

Families referred to Mrs. Korff's 
office, 5654 Easton avenue, are 
sent there by Community Chest 
case workers, but they are not 


.necessarily those requiring finan- 


cial assistance from Chest 
acrencies. Some are simply families 
who find it hard tn get by, even 
on a moderate income. faced with 
rising prices everywhere

have both low and mod- 
erate cost budgets. and all 
our menus are made up 
individually for each case that 
comes to us, according to the food 
likes and dislikes of special mem- 
hers of the family, and their par- 
ticular needs. 

“We begin. by having them keep 
samples of their menus for a 
week or two weeks so we can 
point exactly where they can im- 
prove. Most families. we've found, 
lack citrus fruits and green and 
yellow vegetables, and instead get 
too much bread, flour, and filling 
starchy foods. Usually they tell 
us they have to get heavy foods 
to fill them up and then they 
don’t have enough money left to

out where they can save 
money; perhaps they are buying 
already prepared cereals when 
they could buv cereals to cook 
which are cheaper, and also more 
nutritious. Perhaps they are buy- 
ing too much bakery goods. In 
most lower income groups, they 
buy more expensive meats than 
they should be using. and in mak- 
inc out menus for them, we trv 
to stress using less expensive cuts 
and kinds of meat.” 


point 


Many families run into difficul- 
ties in meal planning, Mrs. Korff 
has found, because they don't 
know what thev should be eating 
or what to inciude in their menus. 
Often family tastes—usually estab- 
lished by the mother’s example— 
play a large part. In making out 
menus, the home economist uses 
the Department of Agriculture fig- 
ures on what each member of the 
family should have in his diet 
each day. Menus are planned for 
a week or two and then the house- 
wife is put on her own, with suf- 
ficient information and literature 


As for knowing what she should 
spend. the home economics depart- 
ment has a chart showing what it 
should cost to feed various mem- 
bers of the family. according to 
age and activity. The food allow- 
ance for a boy, 13 to 15, for ex- 
ample, is more expensive than that 
for a moderately active man, for 
that of a child, 19 to 12, it is 
higher than for an adult more 
than 60. 
i * 


RICES are checked weekly on 

Mrs. Korff's visits to the mar- 

kets, and the prevailing, rath- 
er than the average price, of each 
food item is used for the standards 
set up. 

“Prices vary a lot, even from 
one chain to another in different 
sections of the city,” Mrs. Korff 
said, “Foods that are in demand 
in certain neighborhoods seem to 
have a lot to do with prices.” 

Along with knowing what to 
buy for her family’s health re- 
quirements, and how much to 
spend, Mrs. Korff emphasizes that 


planning menus and grocery lists 
in advance 

“From mv own experience and 
from helping others, Ive found 
that a woman can save as much 
as 25 per cent on her food budget, 
simply by making out a list and 
following it.” Mrs. Korff says. “In 
that way, she doesn't pick up at- 
tractive but unnecessary _iittle 
items.” 

The art of substituting low cost 
foods of the same nutritive value 
for higher cost items is also help- 
ful to the housewife on a budget. 
Here again, charts show how the 
shopper desirous of saving money 
can buy and how she is more 
likely to buy. For example, she 
can buy: One !b. margarine .40, 
one Ib. lard .32, bacon by the 
piece .70, for a total of $1.42, in- 
stead of one Ib. buttter .96, one 
Ib. shortening .45, and sliced bacon 
85, for a total of $2.26. 

This represents a saving of &4 
cents. 

Prices on these items may vary 
but in general, the saving will be 
constant. There are numerous 


substitutions the housewife can 
make with a little study, smaller 
juice oranges instead of the large 
ones, loose carrots instead of 
bunch carrots, seasonal substitu- 
tions of plentiful vegetables for 
scarce ones, or canned in place of 
fresh, 

In addition to food budgets, the 
home economics department of the 
Chest works out budgets for cloth- 
ing, for household expense for 
home furnishings, and the like. 
At one time they were receiving 
numerous requests from newly ar- 
rived foreign born persons :desir- 
ous of Knowing what they needed 
to set up housekeeping American 
style, and Mrs. Korff helped work 
out lists of furnishings, supplies 
and utensils at minimum cost. A 
minimum complete budget for a 
family of four, they now estimate. 
requires an income of $238 a 
month. 
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E budget for every family 

expense, with the exception 

_Of medical expenses which 
vary so widely with each family.” 
Mrs. Korff said. “We work out 
menus for families with infant 
feeding and special diet problems, 
and confer with specialists in 
those various fields. Although 
food budgets come first in most 
families now, we also work out 
clothing budgets, and revise them 
for prices twice a year, shopping 
one store in each community and 
using the most recurring price.” 

Although the home economist’s 
advice is given on a temporary 
basis and she rarely has the op- 
portunity to follow through and 
see the results of her efforts. oc- 
easionally she hears of a happy 
ending to one of the case histories. 

“Just the other day.” Mrs. Korff 
said, “we got a report from a 
family that had been drastically 
in debt when they were referred 
to us. They reported that they 
are now entirely out of debt and 
felt it was due entirely to menu 
planning.” 

Mrs. Korff has just taken over 
complete responsibility for the 
home economics department of the 
Community Chest, after two years 
as assistant to Mrs. Mildred Frier. 
who resigned recently. A gradu- 
ate of the University of Missouri, 
1944, she was formerly home dem- 
onstration agent for the univer- 
sity. A young married woman, 
she is a homemaker as well as a 
home economist, who practices 
what she preaches. 

“And I'm proud to say I not only 
recommend our food budget,” she 
said, “but I get by on it myself.”

The Word “Skit.” 


HE correspondent whe asks 
T for the origin of the work skit. 

adds, “to denote a one-act play.”
